Reports of the chairmen of the 
County CoUncil, Municipal Com¬ 
mittee and School Committee were 
heard by about 100 ratepayers at 
the annual County of Vulcan meet¬ 
ing held in the Vulcan high school 
auditorium Saturday afternoon, 
Feb. 16. 

The three-and-a-half hour meet¬ 
ing also discussed the financial 
statement of the County for the 
year 1962 heard an excellent and 
informative talk by Rudy Kotkas, 
assessor, and passed two resolut¬ 
ions—one advocating that head¬ 
lights on school buses be left on 
during daylight hours of operation 
and one approving the construct¬ 
ion of a Senior Citizens Home at 
Vulcan and recommending that a 
"Custodial Care” type of nursing 
home or hospital also be built at 
Vulcan. 

No action was taken on a res¬ 
olution asking that grasshopper 
poison be provided County rate¬ 
payers at cost when it was stated 
that this is already being done. 
The chemical is bought at a cost 
of $5 a gallon and is sold through 
the Agricultural Service Board at 
the same price. 

A resolution asking that the an¬ 
nual County meeUng be held on 
a uinerent date trom the M.D. of 
loothills annual meeting failed to 
get a seconder. A similar resolut¬ 
ion was passed at the Footnills 
meeting last year and it was felt 
that, in view of this, it was up to 
the Foothills M.D. to change their 
meeting date if this was considered 
desirable. 

A forecast of higher school taxes 
was contained in the reports of 
both County Chairman Jack Deitz 
and School Chairman J. M. Mc¬ 
Kay. Baaed on the present assess¬ 
ment, an additional eight mills is 
needed to meet school costs over 
the Foundation Program grants. 
A surplus in school funds from 
1061 had been used to reduce the 
school levy in 1962, but this extra 
^money would not be available in 
1963. The average additional school 
levy in the province, to meet costs 
over the Foundation Program, is 
9.22 mills. In the County of Vul¬ 
can, the additional costs not prov¬ 
ided for by the Foundation Prog¬ 
ram amount to 7.8 mills.

Land Assessing Explained 
At County Meeting 


A short but informative talk 
given at the annual County rate¬ 
payers meeting on Saturday, Feb. 

16, proved nfost Interesting to those 
present and gave them an insight 
into the thoroughness of land as¬ 
sessing as it is done today. 

Rudy Kotkas of Barons, with 
two other assessors on his staff, 
is presently engaged in making a 
new general assessment for the 
County, to be adopted in 1964. 

The work of the assessors has to 
be approved by the Department, 
said Mr. Kotkas, “and although a 
10 per cent margin of error is al¬ 
lowed a new general assessment 
completed last year for the M.D. 
of Lethbridge showed his team’s 
margin of error to be less than 
two per cent. 

In arriving at the value of land 
for the purposes of the assessment, 
the quality and depth of the top¬ 
soil is considered along with such 
other factors as sloughs, ditdhes, 
coulees, alkali, stones or railroad 
right-of-ways. Topography of the 
land — level rolling or hilly — 
and the rainfall and hail zone in 
which it is situated must be con¬ 
sidered. The distance from town 
and whether the land is served by 
blacktop or gravel roads have a 
definite bearing on the value of 
the la nd. _ 

Farm buildings and farm man¬ 
agement are not taxed, Mr. Kotkas 
emphasized. If good management 
makes the soil more productive, 


that land is not taxed any higher 
than land of the same quality 
which possibly does not produce-as 

well due to poor farming practices. 

Any farmer with reason to be¬ 
lieve that his land is improperly 
assessed is invited to arrange to 
discuss the matter with Mr. Kot¬ 
kas. If still dissatisfied, a farmer, 
may appeal to the Court of Re¬ 
vision, which consists of the 
County Council, and have his case 
reviewed. The final step would be 
to carry the case to the Appeal 
Board, ‘ which is composed of 
government assessors. 

In order to help farmers under¬ 
stand exactly how the assessing is 
done, Mr. Kotkas said that he 
would be pleased to talk to any 
FUA or other farm group in th? 
county at any time.
